The cruiser Cincinnati found the 
machine with a connecting rod broken 
on her starboard engine at 9:35 p. m. 
on the Caribbean sea 213 miles south 
of the Isle of Pines, between the isle 
and Old Providence island, the next 
to the last leg mapped out for the 
flight. 

The exact position of the plane was 
given as latitude 17:54 and longitude 
82:24. 

On board the plane are Lieuts. By- 
ron J. Connell, and Lawrence W. Cur- 
tin, pilots, Skiles R. Pope, aviation 
pilot, and John R. Roe, radioman. 


Other Plane to Proceed. 


Admiral Edward W. Eberle, chief of 
naval operations, immediately on re- 
ceiving word that the PN-10, No. 1 was 
safe, 1414 hours after her last position 
report was picked up, advised the cgm- 
mander of the aircraft squadron of 
the scouting fleet aboard the U. 8. 8. 
Sandpiper, and the cruiser Raleigh, 
guardships, to authorize Lieut. Comdr. 
H. T. Bartlett, filght commander to 
proceed with his flight in the PN-10, 
N. 2. 

Bartlett had been forced down earlier 
with an exhausted oil supply at Nueva 
Gerona, Isle of Pines, and he proceeded 
to Siguana bay on the isle to await 
more oil. 

The message authorized him to con- 
tinue his filght when ready and after 
the guardships, which had been search- 
ing for the No. 1, had returned to their 
positions. 

With the finding of plane No. 1, the 
Navy’s attempt to eclipse previous long 
distance seaplane records ended un- 
successfully. Had the planes reached 
Colon, they would have traversed 2,060 
miles, breaking the 1,841-mile distance 
record, established by the late Com- 
mander John Rodgers in 1925, from 
the Pacific coast to Hawaii: Another 
objective was to establish the prac- 
ticability of long distance scouting. 


Both Had Motor Trouble. 


Motor trouble, due mainly to lubrica- 
tion, forced down both planes. The 
No. 1 broke a connecting rod after 
having reported early today that its 
oil was heated, while the No. 2 landed 
with its oil supply exhausted. 

The Cincinnati several hours after 
midnight radioed that she was stand- 
ing by No. 1, and would tow the plane 
into Colon with the coming of day- 
light. 

Navy Department officials, hopeful 
to the last that the PN-10 No. 1 would 
reach her goal, virtually abandoned 
hope at 9:30 p. m., when they ordered 
a thorough search for the plane by 
the combined naval forces in the 
Caribbean sea.

Borah Sees No Need for 
Break in Relations at 
_This Time. 


STATE DEPARTMENT 
AND EMBASSY SILENT 


Swanson Believes Southern 
Republic Will Keep Faith 
on Recognition. 


The State Department, in the light 
of developments following the publica- 
tion of the diplomatic correspondence 
with Mexico—revealing an impasse be- 
tween the two nations in the construc- 
tion of the Mexican land and oil laws 
and the intimation that United States 
recognition may be withdrawn—has 
gone further than any senators are 
willing to go. 

Almost as if by agreement the chan- 
cellories of the two countries declined 
yesterday to amplify the _ positions 
taken by them in the published state 
papers. There was no intimation on 
the part of the State Department as 
to what the next step might be, on 
the ground that diplomacy could not 
concern itself with hypothetical ques- 
tions. 

Neither the text of the correspond- 
ence nor the underlying motives—if 
the State Department has communi- 
cated these to any of the senators— 
seemed yesterday to give those mem- 
bers of the upper branch of Congress, 
who would comment publicly, tho 
feeling that a situation of more than 
ordinary gravity had arisen. 


Mexican Note Delivered. 


Other senators, who gave lack of 
time for study of the documents as 
their reason for not commenting pub- 
licly, failed at the same time to place 
themselves even in an unofficial ac- 
cord with the State Department. 

There were, as far as could be 
learned, no active steps in the matter 
taken yesterday. Secretary Kellogg 
visited the White House morning and 
afternoon, but did not, it was stated, 
discuss the situation with the Presi- 
dent. Ambassador Tellez called at the 
department” during the afternoon to 
deliver the official copy of the last 


formal presentation. 

What unity was shown by members 
of the Senate in public and private 
comment was indeed a disposition to 
let the State Department and Mexican 
government find the key to the situa- 
tion.

President and Mrs. Coolidge to Attend Church—Diplo- 
mats to Join Colorful Annual Pan-American Mass. 
Buyers Ignore High Turkey Prices. 


In a serene quiet, reminiscent of 
that historic day in old Plymouth 305 
years ago, the National Capital will 
observe another Thanksgiving today. 
The outlook is for cloudy weather, a 
heavy church attendance and a gastro- 
nomic record for almost everybody. 

It will not be entirely a holiday for 
President Coolidge if he follows his 
custom of other Thanksgiving days. In 
the past. he usually has passed part 
of the morning in his office, and it is 
expected that this morning he will put 
in some work on his annual message to 
Congress. 

Shortly before 11 o’clock the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge will start for 
the Metropolitan Memorial Methodist 
Episcopal church, where Thanksgiving 
day services will be conducted and a 
sermon preached by Bishop William 
Fraser McDowell. Accompanying them 
will be Mr. and Mrs. Frank W. Stearns, 
guests in the White House. 

The most colorful and significant 
of all religious services today will be 
the annual Pan-American mass in St. 
Patrick’s Catholic church, Tenth and 
G streets northwest, which will begin 
at 10 o’clock. Archbishop Michael J. 


Curley will be the celebrant, and many 
diplomats, high officials and  dis- 
tinguished prelates will atfend.

Annulment of His Marriage

for Separation When- 
ever They Wished Is 
Ground—Couple Wed- 
ded 21 Years—3 Children 
Were Born to Union. 


Proceedings on Plea Be- 
gun by Sacred Rota Tri- 
bunal— The Court of 
Westminster Diocese Al- 
ready Has Heard Case 
and Granted Nullity. 


Rome, Nov. 24 (By A. P.).—The sacred 
rota tribunal has begun proceedings in 


the plea for annullment of the mar-! 


riage between William Marconi, noted 
wireless inventor, and the Hon. Beatrice 
O’Brien, daughter of the Fourteenth 
Baron Inchiquin. 

The couple were married in 1905 and 
the marriage was dissolved in 1924. 
Three children were born of the union. 

The cause presented for nullification 
lies in a condition established between 
Marconi and his wife before the wed- 
ding, that they could separate when- 
ever they so wished. Marriage, accord- 
ing to the Catholic Church being from 
its very nature indissoluble, such a 
condition would make the Marconi 
marriage null in fact. 

Application was made to the curia 
of Westminster, London, for a declara- 
tion of nullity and the court of this 
diocese heard the case and granted 
nullity. The sacred rota now must pass 
on Westminster's decision. 

Senator Marconi himself declined to- 
day to make a statement on the action 
of the Westminster curla or the pos- 
sible action of the sacred rota. He was 
received in private audience by the 
Pope, with whom he discussed his re- 
cent inventions. The pontiff preseated 
him with a gold medal and blessed 
him, expressing fervent good wishes 
for the success of his experiments and 
inventions. 

Later Marconi visited Cardinal Gas- 
parri, papal secretary of state, remain- 
ing with him nearly an hour.

Somerville, N. J:, Nov. 24 (By A. P.). 
Clouds of argument hanging ov-r the 
Hall-Mills case during the afternoon to- 
day came to a head just before ad- 
journment and sent the trial into 
eclipse over Thanksgiving in a legal 
storm.

The defense plan to place in the 
record and before the jury his state- 
ment that he was not on Phillips farm 
or near De Russeys lane on the night 
of September 14, 1922, when Mrs. Mills 
and.the Rev. Edward W. Hall were 
slain, drew emphatic protest from the 
State. 

Justice Charles W. Parker, presiding, 
took the problem of the competence of 
the testimony away with him, a de- 
cision being expected Friday when 
court reconvenes. 

He Is Not Defendant Now. 

The State’s objection was based on 
the fact that the witness is not a de- 
fendant in the present trial, although 
under indictment with the other de- 
fendants, Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall, 
widow of the slain clergyman, and her 
brothers, Henry- and Willie Stevens 
Another point stressed by the State 
was that Mrs. Gibson did not place 
Carpender at the scene in_her direct 
testimony, but under cross-examina- 
tion. 

Insistence by the defense that the 
testimony is competent included a 
claim that the fact of Henry Carpen- 
der’s photograph has been identified 
by a State witness as one of the men 
at the scene of the double killing, left 
an opportunity for him to show a di- 
vergence in the story by his testimony. 

The jury was sent from the room 
during the somewhat heated discus- 
sion of the lawyers. Carpender nad 
answered only a few questions when 
his examination was suspended to 
give the lawyers the floor. He had said 
that he was not at the murder scene, 
as stated by Mrs, Gibson, and had not 
been in the home of his cousin, Mrs. 
Hall, for several months prior to the 
death of her husband.

Testimony relative to the $100,000 
loan which Baward L. Doheny made to 
Albert B. Fall in November, 1921, was 
the outstanding feature of yesterday’s 
developments in the Fall-Doheny con- 
spiracy trial before Justice Hoehling. 

The actual incidents connected with 
the delivery of the money to Fall have 
not yet been recited, but the govern- 
ment’s special counsel yesterday sought 
to show that Mr. Fall did not tell the 
truth about the loan and that secrecy 
and concealment shrouded all phases 
of the transaction. Government wit- 
nesses—Senator Lenroot and Edward B. 
McLean—were relied upon by Messrs. 
Roberts and Pomerene to prove that 
Fall said he got the loan from Mr. 
McLean, whereas he actually got it 
from Mr. Doheny. 

Senator Lenroot testified that Fall 
told him and Senator Smoot that Mc- 
Lean advanced the money, when they 
visited him at the Wardman Park hotel 
where he was ill, according to defense 
counsel, hounded by his political en- 
emies who had learned that he had 
bought the Harris ranch and saw a 
chance to embarrass him by probing 
into his private affaifs “arid asking 
where he got the necessary funds. 

$100,000 Loan Returned to McLean. 

Mr. McLean then testified that Fall 
had not kept the $100,000 which he 
had loaned him to buy the ranch, but 
had returned it after ascertaining that 


And it also developed from Mr. Me- 
Lean’s testimony that Fall asked him 
to say that he, McLean, had made the 
loan, but when this matter became a 
subject of special inquiry by the Sen- 
ate committee, Fall told him to tell the 
facts. 

There were several indications of an 
approaching battle between opposing 
counsel regarding the admissibility as 
evidence of the testimony givén volun- 
tarily by Mr. Doheny before the Senate 
investigating committee. Mr. Hogan an- 
nounced that he would strenuously ob- 
ject and Mr. Roberts made it clear that 
it would be offered, while Justice Hoeh- 
ling indicated that he would rule on 
the question when the court convenes 
on tomorrow morning. 

The testimony of two government 

witnesses, Senator Lenroot and Mr. Me- 
Lean, proved the most interesting fea- 
tures of the trial thus far. It was hint- 
ed' early in the day that the government 
counsel were now prepared to play their 
trump cards, but the defense appeared 
unshaken and satisfied when court ad- 
journed over’ until tomorrow. And 
both Fall and Doheny appeared unruf- 
fled by the developments. 
It was shown, for example, that Fall 
made no secret of the fact that he 
urgently needed $100,000 to buy the 
ranch adjacent to his own, that he 
wrote to Mr. McLean relative to a parte 
nership which would give him the re- 
quired money, that he actually did 
borrow the money from McLean and 
gave the latter his note and that there 
was no concealment or secrecy con- 
nected with the purchase of the ranch 
by Fall. 


Call Loan Not Mere Invention. 
Thus, the defense claims that their 
contention that the loan had nothing 
whatever to do with oil leases or con- 
tracts is more than ever substantiated 
and Fall’s widely-published statement 
that he got the loan from McLean was 
not a mere invention, as charged. And, 
furthermore, testimony distinctly fay- 
orable to Fall was brought out by the 
government's own witnesses, 
to the defense. Fall's credit was godd 
for any amount running into the thou- 
sands at the time he got the loan, ac- 
cording to J. E. Benton, of the El 
Paso First National Bank. And Fall 
was urging that the Senate investigat- 
ing committee employ activity and 
speed in its probe of the oil leases, a0" 
cording to Senator Lenroot.

616 FIT FOR FRONT-LINE 
SERVICE IN TIME OF WAR 
United States Behind Europe 
‘in Freight and Passenger 
_ Carriers, Chief Declares. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
An olive branch, seeking peace in 
the prolonged aviation controversy, was 


held out by Maj. Gen. Mason M. Pat- 
Pick, chief of the army air corps, in 
his annual report made public yester- 
day. He made a plea for military and 
commercial aviation enthusiasts to 
«crap their differences and loyally get 
together to put pending legislation for 
air power development into effect when 
it is enacted. 

The report said there had been “no 
qutstanding changes” in the airplane 
development during the year, but added 
that in the commercial use of aircraft 
the United States still lagged behind 
Europe in carrying freight and passen- 
gers, although it was “well in the van” 
in mail-plane use. 

“This growth in Europe is largely 
due to government aid in the form of 
subsidies,’’ the report said. 


Fleet Dwindles Since 1922. 


Attached tables showed that the 
more than 7,000 planes of all types on 
hand in 1922 have now dwindled to 
1,451, due to disposal of war-built 
craft. Gen. Patrick predicted that this 
figure would go below 1,000 before the 
end of the present fiscal year as avail- 
able appropriations have been too 
small to maintain the af® fleet. A score 
or two of the machines are experi- 
mental or other special types, but the 
tables disclosed only 616 classed as 
“A” equipment immediately available 
for front line work in war, with 667 


in the “B” classifications suitable for | 


work behind the lines. 

During the last fiscal year $4,001,- 
290 was spent for 285 new or remod- 
eled ships, only 106 of which had been 
delivered up to June 30 last and they 
are included in the general total of 
ships on hand. 


Surplus Sales Bring $600,871. 


Surplus air material available for dis- 
posal was estimated at $9,988,000 in 
terms of cost to the government. Sur- 
Pius sales during the year was of prop- 
erty which cost $4,800,000, the cash re- 
turn being $600,871, or 12% per cent 
of cost, compared to a return of 21-3 
per cent the previous year. 

Gen. Patrick touched on the problem 
of determining without waste of time 
and money what men can learn to fly 
at all.

The at- 
tempt to teach one who lacks it is a 
waste of time, money and effort.”’

Once Lived in Poverty. 


Barnett, who lived in poverty on his 
Oklahoma grant land until gushing oil 
made him a millionaire, showed by his 
answers that he had no more idea of 
the value of money than a child. He 
said that until he became rich he had 
done odd jobs for which he never re- 
ceived more than 75-cents a day. 

Asked: “Do you know the difference 
between a thousand dollars and a hun- 
dred dollars?” he replied, “A hundred 
dollars is not quite as much as a thou- 
sand.” 

To only one question about money 
and its value did he reply with assured 
knowledge—he was sure his cigars cost 
5 cents apiece. 

He told Judge Knox that he bought 
about two suits a year and he much 
preferred getting his own meals to hav- 
ing them prepared and brought to him 
by servants. 


Does Not Like New York. 


When the judge spoke of Barnett’s 
homes in Oklahoma and California the 
79-year-old Indian’s eyes lighted with 


pleasure. He confided that he did not 
like New York and was anxious to get 
back to the West.

Changed Mind on Hospital. 


Asked about testimony of Cato Sells, 
former commfssioner of Indian affairs, 
that Barnett once expressed the desire 
to give $1,000,000 for an Indian hos- 
pital, the witness remarked that he 
had changed his mind because he de- 
cided “there wasn’t so much sickness 
among the Indians.” 

After the questioning had gone on 
for some time it was found that the 
Indian had no realization that the 
place in which he has been dozing for 
& week while lawyers argue about his 
mentality was a courtroom. .Nor did 
he know that the man who had called 
him to the stand and questioned him 
was a judge. 

While the questioning was going on, 
Mrs. Barnett, by request of counsel, 
was excluded from the courtroom. Dur- 
ing the trial it was testified that she, 
many years the Indian’s junior, had 
married him after twice kidnaping him 
with matrimonial intent. 

After Barnett had left the stand and 
lawyers-had argued points of law, Judge 
Knox allowed counsel until January 
1 to file briefs, after which he said he 
would announce the court’s findings.

“Every Moment in America 
Happy,” She Says, 
Spite of Rows. 
COL. CARROLL AND HILL 
NOT IN PIER CROWD 


Ayers, Once Put Off Train, in 
Attendance at Last as 
Liner Departs. 


New York, Nov. 24 (By A. P.).—In 
spite of Queen Marie’s departing state- 
ment that “every | moment in America 
was a happy one,” she left behind her 
a trail of impaired friendships among 
those who through personal loyalty 
squabbled over how best to serve her. 

Disagreements at the outset of her 
transcontinental jaunt remained un- 
healed, despite the queen’s repeated 
employment of the diplomatic acumen 
for which she is famous abroad. In 
public utterances as well as in personal 
contact, the queen defended friend- 
ships which, she said, might seem 
strange to others. 


The first disturbance came in New 
York soon after Marie’s arrival, when 
it became known that half of the pro- 
ceeds of a Metropolitan opera perform- 
ance by the Loie Fuller dances, which 
the queen attended, were to go to Miss 
Fuller. An upheaval in New York so- 
clety among patrons of the perform- 
ance was followed by disclosure that 
the queen’s itinerary linked up several 
cities where similar performances were 
to be given. The same performance 
already had been presented for the 
queen once previously, at the Sesqul- 
centennial exposition in Philadelphia. 
However, the ballet never was presented 
again, although Marie had planned to 
attend a performance in Atlantic City 
had she not curtailed her trip. 


Trouble Over Ayers. 


At Vancouver trouble arose over the 
published statements of J. A. Ayers, 
Ford representative charged with sup- 
plying the royal visitors with automo- 
bile transportation, that Ford was sup- 
plying this transportation, and “inci- 
dental expenses of the trip,” to the tune 
of $500,000. Ayers was dropped from 
the train at Seattle. Subsequently, on 
the queen’s’ return to New York, he 
was restored to favor, and accompanied 
the Princess Ileana on her motor trips 
to Tuxedo and West Point, and was 
present to bid the party farewell on 


‘| its sailing. 


New disputes wrecked the train when 
Miss Fuller and Samuel Hill joined the 
train at Spokane. Mr. Hill, millionaire 
owner of the Maryhill museum, in 
Maryhill, Wash., which the queen dedi- 
cated, wished to be in direct command 
of the train. This situation reached 
a crisis in Portland, in the queen’s box 
at a horse show. Hill told Maj. Stan- 
ley Washburn, personal aid to the 
queen at her own request, that his 
orders were to be obeyed “or I'll crush 
you.” Washburn left the box, with 
Col. John H. Carroll, railroad official, 
host to the queen over the railroads on 
which she traveled for a nominal fee. 

The differences continued until the 
party reached Seattle on the return 
trip, where, after a conference by the 
queen, Carroll, Hill and Miss Fuller, 
Hill left the train. At the same time 
it was announced that her majesty de- 
sired Maj. Washburn to remain with 
the party.

Whistles Salute Liner. 


The liner bearing the royal party 
left the harbor amid the salutes of 
other craft, which seemed to echo 
those that a month and four days ago 
greeted the Leviathan, bringing the 
imperial visitor to the shores of the 
New World. Two hundred and twenty 
mieces of luggage were stowed aboard 
the Berengaria for the royal party, of 
which twenty boxes were said to be 
filled with souvenirs. 

The. queen occupied the imperial 
suite, used by the Prince of Wales on 
his visit last year, flower-filled when 
she left today. 

The queen boarded the ship last 
night. Princess Ileana went aboard 
about 1 o’clock this morning and Prince 
Nicolas a few hours later. Both had 
been to see George White's “Scandals,” 
but the princess had left, with her 
chaperon, during the first intermission, 
her chaperon explaining to Mr. White 
that they preferred to see another per- 
formance. The prince stayed to the 
end and went later to a dance at “a 
private-house” not further identified.

Boston, Nov. 24 (By A. P.).—Because 
of a prolonged voyage due to stormy 
weather the supply of water ran low 
on the steamer Westphalia, of the Ham- 
burg-American line, which put in here 
today, two days late, to disembark pas- 
sengers. The vessel later continued to 
New York. 

When notices were posted about the 
ship requesting passengers to cut down 
on their consumption of water in order 
to conserve the supply, some of the 
more timorous filled water bottles and 
prepared for a famine. Their fears were 
groundless, however, and the tanks still 
held a small quantity when the West- 
phalia docked here.

Nice, France, Nov. 24 (By A. P.).— 
SS ET ES ce 
Landslides, caused by recent torrential 
rains, have wrecked the mountain vil- 
lages of Roquevilliers and Belvidere, in 
the Alps maritines department. At 
least 40 persons -perished. 

The principal destruction was at 
Roquevilliere, where a vast avalanche 
of earth, rocks and mud, 
over a half a mile, swept down on the 
village with its 1,500 inhabitants. The 
entire village has been evacuated, and 
30 are known to be dead at this place. 
Some houses, undermined by a torrent 
from the Vesubie river, fell shortly 
before the others were crushed by the 
slide.

Madrid, Nov. 24 (By A. P.).—Violent 
rain and snowstorms today were sweep- 
ing the Spanish peninsula, damaging 
shipping and threatening floods in va- 
rious sections of the country. Snow 
and ice covered Caen, Galicia and North 
Leon, and wolves were reported to be 
making raids on the cattle. 

Most of the storm damage has been 
confined to ships, the crews of which 
were rescued, and to the coastal dis- 
tricts.

The women of Georgetown have re- 
taliated to the action of the stag 
Georgetown Citizens association in de- 
nying them admission to that body last 
Tuesday night, by organizing a woman’s 
citizens association. 

What's more they have organized 
two—one exclusively for women and 
another for both men and womem The 
promoters of the two new organizations 
each believes she is the pioneer in the 
field. The two organizers are Mrs. 
Antoinette Funk, Georgetown society 
matron, and Miss Etta L. Taggart, at- 
torney and daughter of the late Hugh 
Taggart, prominent attorney who wrote 
the history of Georgetown. The fami- 
lies of both women have lived 
Georgetown for generations. 

Mrs. Funk is organizing the associa- 
tion for women only and Miss Tag- 
gart’s organization will be open to both 
men and women. The latter body is 
to be named the Georgetown ‘“Pro- 
gressive’ Citizens association. While 
both promoters claim that their re- 
spective associations will be very demo- 
cratic. Mrs. Funk is being assisted in 
her organization work by members of 
the most aristocratic families of the old 
Georgetown “cave dwellers.”

Among those assisting Mrs. Funk 
are Mrs. Wingrove Bathon, the writer; 
Mrs. Frank Simon, Mrs. Stephen Bon- 
sai and Mrs. F. 8S.

She refused at first to make public 
the names of those who have joined 
her association, but when informed of 
the names of those in Mrs. Funk’s body 
Miss Taggart replied that Mrs. Margaret 
Colleen, sister of John F. Costello, 
former national committeeman from 
the District, was a member of her as- 
sociation. Mrs. Colleen is in the record- 
er of deeds office. 

Both women claim that their associ- 
ations are not “spite’’ organizations. 

“The Georgetown Citizens association 
is not a citizens’ body in the true sense 
because it does not admit women and 
they are now citizens as well as men,” 
Miss Taggart declared. “Everybody is 
going to be eligible to join our associa- 
tion,” she said. 

Cut prices is one of the inducements 
to join the new association. Miss Tag- 
gart said dues would be only $1 a year 
while dues in the Georgetown Citizens 
association is $2 annually. George W. 
Offutt, a member of the men’s agsocia- 
tion, which is the oldest and ar ane 
citizens association in the city, has 
indorsed Miss Taggart’s efforts to form 
a new association for both sexes. Mr. 
Offutt was the author of the proposal 
to admit women in the Georgetown 
body that was voted down Tuesday 
night. :

Senator Lenroot. took the stand at | 
1:50 p. m. The feature of his testi- | 
mony was his statement of what hap- | 
pened when he and Senator Smoot vis- | 
ited Fall in his rooms at the Wardman | 
Park hotel in December, 1923. 

“It was between 3 and 4 o’clock in| 
the afternoon,” said Senator Lenroot. | 

“Senator Smoot and I were taken to} 
Mr. Fall’s rooms and found him in a 
Gressing gown, and a nurse present. 
When the nurse left, almost immedi- 
ately, and after some conversation with 
Mr. Fall regarding the state of his) 
health, I stated to him that I had 
insisted on his coming on to Wash- 
ington te explain certain transactions 
that came before the committee, and 
particularly with refererice to where he 
had procured the money with which 
he bought the Harris ranch. He stated 
that while it was a purely private 
transaction, that he was willing to give 
the committee all of the facts con- 
cerning it, except that he was not will- 
ing to disclose the name of the party 
from whom he procured the money. 

“He then went on to say that his 
ranch was dependent for its water sup- 
ply, or at least his water supply was 
affected by the waters of the Harris 
ranch,‘ and it was very important to 
him that he either own the Harris 
ranch, or that it be owned in friend- 
ly hands; that Mr. Harris, the owner of 
the ranch, had died, and it was then 
in an estate that had to be closed out, 
and the ranch sold, and for his own 
protection he was _ very; anxious to 
either buy the ranch himself or have 
some one of his friends do so; that he 
hed secured a price upon the ranch, 
as I recollect it, and that while he had 
several sources from which he might 
have procured the money, he had one 
friend who had expressed an interest 
in the possibility of bis securing a 
ranch in New Mexico for the raising 
of thoroughbred horses, and for that 
reasor he went to him. 

“He stated that he asked this friend 
first to buy the ranch. He did not 
care to do’that, and he then suggested 
going into partnership with him, but 
his friend said he would not do that, 
but he was willing to loan the money 
with which to purchase the ranch. He 
stated that that was the transaction; 
that he had secured the money; that 
he had made the purchase; that it was 
a private transaction made in the ordi-) 
nary way and did not affect in any 
way the questions that our committee 
was investigating. 

“IT told him there were some Cir- 
cumstances that had come before the 
committee that made it seem somewhat 
out of the ordinary and that I thought 
it very important that he come before 
the committee and disclose the whole 
transaction. He asked me what those 
circumstances were.

Letter From Fall to Doheny. 


The first was a letter from Fall to 
Doheny in which Fall, under date of 
July 8, 1921, advised Doheny that ne 
was handling matters pertaining to the 
leases in consultation with Secretary of 
the Navy Denby. 

Then came a letter from Fall to A. 
D'Heur, vice president of the Pacific Oil 
Co, of San Francisco, in which the lat- 
ter was ‘informed that Denby had sent 
Fall correspondence relative to the Pa- 
cific Oil Co.’s inquiries as to leases, in 
pursuance of President Harding's exec- 
utive order of May 31, 1921, which in 
effect made the Interior Department 
the Navy Department’s agent in hand- 
ling naval reserves. In this letter Fall 
said that additional legislation would 
be required to grant leases but that 
negotiations could be undertaken for 


defense drilling, that is, drilling wells 


to protect the reserves from outside 
drainage. Fall added that he had no 
intention of granting leases on Naval 
Reserve No. 1 except for defense drill- 
ing. 

A letter from Fall to Denby under 
date of July 23 asked Denby what he 
wanted to do respecting the navy’s 
proposed plan to exchange crude oil on 
the reserves for fucl oi!, ‘and added: “If 
this plan meets with your approval I 
will go ahead.”’ 

Denby replied that he thought ex- 
chaange of crude oil for oil in storage 
in tanks would be “most acceptable and 
one of special benefit to the navy” at 
this time. 

In a letter from Denby to Fall, under 
date of October 25, 1921, Denby told 
of conferences he had had with Ad- 
miral J. K. Robinson, chief of the bu- | 
reau of steam engineering, relative to} 
the plan to exchange crude oil for fuel | 
oil in storage.

Naval officials took out. a map and 
endeavored to figure out the general 
proximity of the spot where the No. 1 
was believed to have been forced down. 
They estimated she should be about 178 
miles south of the Isle of Pines in the 
Caribbean, or about 60 miles from 
Georgetown, on Grand Cayman is- 
land. 

The position was reached after com- 
puting the possible distance the plane 
could heve traveled after communica- 
tion was cut off from her to the Cin- 
cinnatl. 

The cruiser. at the time she last re- 
ceived a position report from the Con- 
nell-Curtin place at 8:20 a. m., was at 
her station, 300 miles south of the Isle 
of Pines at Colon. The plane was 
about 147 miles south of Pines at that 
time. Twenty-five minutes later com- 
munication with her was lost. Mean- 
while no bearings had been given and 
the Cincinnati was cruising north. 

An indication that the naval ves- 
sels would have a little difficulty in 
their search, if it is, necessary to carry 
it on today, was given by the weather 
bureau here, which said a storm was 
likely to blow up in the Caribbean. 
with showers over the sourth portion 
of the sea and moderate to fresh north- 
exst winds. Colder weather was fore- 
cast for tomorrow in the section. 

Late unofficial computations by naval

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MR. FESS’ PROPHECY. 


Senator Fess, of Ohio, has a wide reputation 
as a political prophet. He has made another 
horoscope, and the public is reading and com- 
menting industriously. The Ohio senator says 
that President Coolidge will be renominated 
for President by the Republicans and that Gov. 
Smith of New York will be nominated by the 
Democrats; and that the “paramount issue’’— 
to employ the familiar language of the late 
William J. Bryan—will be the liquor question 
and the amendment of the. Volstead law. 

This announcement from the Ohio senator 
indicates that the Republicans consider Presi- 
dent Coolidge their logical candidate, and that. 
the third term cry will cut little or no figure. 
Furthermore, it suggests that Senator Fess 
will be the President’s oracle on the floor of 
the Senate, now that Senator Butler is out. 

Senator Fess asserts that President Coolidge 
has lost nothing of his popularity in the coun- 
try, and that the West is strong for him de- 
spite his attitude on the so-called farm relief 
proposition. 

Political horoscopes have an element of 
hazard similar to a horse race or a game of 
poker. But if any man has the power or luck 
to deal happily in futures it is the senator from 
Ohio, who has made many guesses and holds 
a fairly good batting average. 

It is not unlikely that Senator Fess may 
be asked by President Coolidge to be the next 
chairman of the Republican national commit- 
tee, despite the fact that he is a senator. It 
will be recalled that a former distinguished 
Ohioan, Mark Hanna, was both chairman of 
the Republican national committee and United 
States senator. Also William M. Butler was 
chairman and senator for a few months. There 
is nothing to prevent a senator from being 
national chairman. The only requisite is 
political acumen and ability. The Ohio sena- 
tor comes from the middle West, has had 
abundant experience, and is possessed of 
merked ability.

LYON VILLAGE’S GREAT REFORM. 


The Lyon Village Citizens association has a 
battle on its hands. Its executive committee 
has instructed the delegates to the Arlington 
County Civic Federation to propose a rule lim- 
iting debate on all questions to five minutes. 
Apparently sessions of the county organization 
are being greatly extended by filibustering and 
unnecessary oratory, and the Lyon Village body 
proposes to put a stop to the practice. 

More power to the association! It will need 
every bit of strength to accomplish this great 
reform. : The average individual likes to talk, 
whether/he has anything to say or not. There 
is something extremely pleasant and unusually 
satisfying in the sound of one’s own Voice rip- 
pling out phrases and pleasant noisés. The 
opportunity to indulge in the exercise of the 
voice before a crowd does not often present 
itself, and many will resent the attempt to 
place a curb on oratory. 

Lyon Village proposes one of the greatest 
reforms that has ever been conceived by the 
human race. If it can be made effective in 
Arlington county, its benefits may spread to 
néighboring towns, counties, States and coun- 
tries, with incalculable profit to all humanity 
for ages to ¢ome. Like ail momentous evolu- 
tions, it begins in a small way, like a mustard 
seed. But there is no reason why Lyon Village 
should not strive to win eternal fame for being 
the birthplace of brevity. The fact that Lyon 
Village lies under the shadow of the dome of 
the Capitol emphasizes the heroic character of 
its campaign to limit human utterance. 


SILK STOCKINGS. 


A New York organization seeking to aid 
working girls and promoté proper housing 
has takén on a man’s sized job in announcing 
that it purposes to ascertain whether the 
young woman working at $15 a week is wear- 
ing silk stockings at the expense of a neglected 
stomach. The estimable ladies who are con- 
ducting this clinic on the working girl are 
hopeful of finding out what she eats and wears, 
and how she works and plays. If they work 
out that problem satisfactorily they will have 
achieved something worth while. 

No matter how she may be required to stint 
and sacrifice with respect 4o other things, the 
modern girl, whatever her circumstances, will 
_ have none other than silk as the dréssing for 
- her limbs. This was emphasised recently 


when the entire roll of “freshmen” in a co-ed 
Western college went on strike because the 


dean attempted to enforce an edict that the 
pupils in that class must wear cotton stock- 
ings. What, then, might be expected from at- 
tempted interference with the itialienable 
rights of the dndepéndent working girl, even 
though her independence is based upon only 
$16 per. ers :

+ of plain old-fashioned Beef and fresh vege- 
tables, the ladies of the clinic want to know 
ss it. «Is the slim, straight silhouette of which 


the working girl of today is so proud, and 
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which marks her as something entirely dif- 
ferent from her species elsewhere on earth, 
the result of underfeeding, enforced because of 
money spent on silk stockings, or is it brought 
about through proper exercise and familiarity 
with the daily dozen? This is another ques- 
tion on the agenda that is to be inquired into 
and discussed. 

Young women who manage to look happy 
on $15 a week, appearing at their daily tasks 
neatly groomed, and who thus far have escaped 
the appearance of suffering from malnutrition, 
are to be bombarded with questionnaires pre- 
pared by experts on economics, nutrition, 
dietetics, menu planning, budgetary reform, 
&c., in an effort to learn how they put the 
double cross on the high cost of living. But 
the silk stockings—will the inquisitors ever 
learn that secret? Here, probably, is one in- 
stance where the giris will prove conclusively 
the fallacy of the old saying that woman can’t 
keep a secret. 


IN WASHINGTON'S MARKET. 


At this season the thoughts of man drift 
naturally to things to eat, and Washington is 
a pretty good place in which to find the ‘“‘best 
that the market affords.’’ That best is cer- 
tainly worth while right now for the market 
affords variety enough to tempt the most 
jaded appetite. Besides the viands openly 
displayed there are others in the storage 
houses of some of the food merchants who 
cater to the very ‘‘cream of society”’ and which 
are not available to the uninitiated. 

Pheasants, partridges, grouse and quail are 
to be had here by one who knows where to 
look for them, and besides venison and rein- 
deer meat there has just been received from 
Utah a consignment of buffalo carcasses, shot 
in the last great buffalo hunt by some of Sena- 
tor Smoot’s constituents; to say nothing of 
bear steaks and a few choice cuts from some 
of those Alaska whales which have been har- 
pooned in greater numbers this fall than 
during any period since the disappearance of 
the New Bedford whalers from the north 
Atlantic. 

Fish, flesh and fowl in wide variety are re- 
ported from the markets, nor is there anything 
lacking in the way of fruits and vegetables. 
The ‘citrus orchards of the West Indies, 
Florida, the gulf States and California; grape- 
fruit, as large as the head of a giant, tower 
over the baskets of tiny kumquats, and nest- 
ing on the side are oranges, tangerines and 
lemons, with skins as delicate as my lady’s kid 
glove. There, too, are pomegranates; medlars 
and great luscious pears; three-pound bunch- 
es of hothouse grapes from Belgium; malagas 
in kegs of sawdust from Spain, and peaches 
from Argentina, to say nothing of:the products 
of the vineyards of California and the orchards 
of Maryland, Virginia, New York, Michigan, 
Oregon; Washington and Idaho. Yes, we also 
have bananas, yellow and red. 

Artichokes, cauliflower, ‘“‘icebergs’’ and the 
coolest kind of cucumbers, potatoes from Ber- 
muda, carrots from Texas and green corn from 
south of the equator can be found in Wash- 
ington. In fact, with the possible exception 
of breadfruit from Tahiti and cherries from 
Tasmania, there is absolutely nothing lacking 
in the way of fruits, nuts and vegetables in 


the Washington market at this holiday season. 


THE JOSEPHINE FORD. 


The giant Fokker monoplane, Josephine 
Ford, first airplane to be navigated over the 
north pole, completed its transcontinental ex- 
hibition tour on Tuesday last. More than 
8,600 miles were covered in 104 flying hours, 
and stops were made in 45 cities. So faithfully 
did the ship function that the schedule was 
followed as accurately as a passenger train 
follows its time table. Only one city was 
reached behind schedule, and that may be 
attributed to extremely bumpy air conditions 
and a 45-mile an hour gale. Not once during 
the trip did even one of the three motors miss 
a revolution. 

Although no novel feature was accomplished 
by the trip, for transcontinental flights of a 
similar sort have become almost common- 
place, the Josephine Ford has rendered a 
signal service to aviation. In the 45 oaities 
visited, thousands of persons inspected this 
famous plane. Thousands of words were writ- 
ten for and published by the newspapers re- 
garding the itinerary. At every stop a lec- 
turer was at hand to explain the intricacies 
and possibilities of flying. And throughout, 
like a true thoroughbred, the plane met all 
requirements, with speed to spare. 

Aircraft are so common in the East that 


they have ceased to be of interest to the pub- 


lic. Farther West, however, especially off the 
air lanes used by mail planes and service 
fliers, aircraft still are unusual. Millions of 
persons have seen no airplanes. Thousands 
more have seen only the old-fashioned cloth 
and piano wire contrivance which was the 
wonder of ten years ago. To these the Jose- 
phine Ford, solid, commodious, trustworthy 
and stable, was a revelation. The country 
has gained a better idea as to the meaning of 
commercial aviation as a result of this trip. 


FOREIGN LANGUAGE PRESS. 


The number of aliens in New York city who 
read the foreign language press and depend 
upon it for knowledge of things American sug- 
gests that there still is much to be desired in 
the way of Americanization of immigrants. 
Some one with a genius for figures and re- 
search has shown that 40 foreign language 
dailies and a total of 193 foreign publications 
come from the presses of the city every month. 
Within sight of Ellis island:there are published 
daily newspapers in 23 different tongues, read 
by more than 1,000,000 people. Their com- 
bined circulation indicates that one out of 
every six persons in New York reads a paper 
printed in a foreign language. 

Italians have the largest number of publica- 
tions, reaching a total of 34. All these print 
what they believe their public want and what 
they néed. a public largely composed of first 
generation immigrants. It is interesting to 
know that all these people are vitally con- 
eerned about the new country in which their 
lives and destinies are centeréd and, perhaps, 
it is natural to expect that only through the 


agency of their native tongue can they learn 


how to adapt themselves to their new environ- 
ment. It is encouraging, also, to learn that 
the great majority of these foreign language

tions in English. This is a good sign, and, hap- 
pily, may be the forerunner of the advent of 
that day when English will be the spoken and 
written language of the United States. Since 
1917 the number of foreign language papers 
has diminished considerably. The new genera- 
tion is being educated in the public schools and 
is being weaned away from ancestral languages 
and customs. 

It is with the first generation that the pro- 
ponents of Americanization must concern 
themselves, and so long as immigration is per- 
mitted these newcomers must continue to be 
the subject of their care. 


SUGAR AND COTTON. 


Proposed arbitrary reduction of the crop of 
sugar and of cotton, for the benefit of pro- 
ducers, offers an interesting study in ectv- 
nomics. It is suggested that the Cuban sugar 
crop be reduced some 500,000 tons; in fact, 
the Cuban authorities have so decreed. It is 
proposed to reduce the cotton crop or keep 
off the market some 4,000,000 bales. 

The justification for such restriction in the 
production of two important commodities ifs 
that production is excessive, and that prices 
will tend still lower. Already the price of 
cotton has declined to a low level; while the 
price of sugar is rising as the result of the 
restriction and the reduction in supply. 

Obviously the purpose of this movement is to 
increase prices to the consumers. It is the 
application of supply and demand. That law 
is wholly responsible for the drop in cotton 
and the rise in sugar. ’ 

The important query is this: How far can 
the production of essential food or other farm 
crops be curtailed without injuring the whole 
Is production of food and of cot- 
ton too great? Is it economically sound to 
diminish the supply of commodities for the 
sole purpose of increasing the price to con- 
sumers for the benefit of producers? — 

Such a procedure is essentially a waste of 
world wealth, just as much as it would be 
wasteful to burn crops in order to raise prices. 
If transportation facilities were adequate, suf- 
ficient markets could be found for all farm 
crops, including sugar and cotton, as well as 
corn. . 

Instead of a scarcity of food and other com- 
modities to supply the population of the 
world, there appears to be too much. Cer- 
tainly this anomaly appears from the studied 
program to reduce the amount of sugar and 
cotton produced. 

Probably the solution of the problem lies in 
increasing the consuming power of the world’s 
population, and in improving the marketing 
facilities everywhere. Nature is bountiful if 
given an opportunity. Instead of checking 
this bounty, why not raise the living condi- 
tions of many parts of the world and increase 
the consuming power of the people thereof? — 


FINGERPRINTS. 


Those who have had the time and the 
courage to wade through the voluminous tes- 
timony of the Hall-Mills trial are torn between 
two doubts as to the most important piece of 
evidence presented thus far. Two exhibits are 
in running for the first prize—the bluefish 
which one of the defendants claims to have 
weighed on the night of the crime at a point 
60 miles distant from the scene, and the call- 
ing card bearing certain fingerprints found 
beneath the crabapple tree. The bluefish is 
Important because the weighing was accom- 
panied by a gesture of five or six persons stand- 
ing about watching the process with great in- 
terest reaching into as many pockets, with- 
drawing watches, and making careful note of 
the time. The card is important because the 
fingerprint implanted thereon either is or is 
not that of one of the defendants. 

There has been some doubt that a card 
containing anything as elusive as a fingerprint, 
examined by no one knows how many inter- 
ested persons, passed about or kept in hiding 
for a period of four years, could be of much 
value in evidence. The court itself, however, 
apparently accepts the card at its face value, 
for the imprint has been preserved sufficiently 
clearly to make possible an enlargement 180 
times normal size.’ Experts have testified that 
the print unquestionably is that of one of the 
defendants. Other gentlemen, equally expert, 
have testified that beyond the slightest doubt 
it could not have been made by Willie Stevens. 

The public has been taught that no two 
fingerprints were similar; that they offer the 
one only real and infallible means of identi- 
fication. Either they have or they have not 
been made by the fingers of the certain indi- 
vidual under examination. Can sit be that the 
fingerprint method of identification is fallible, 
or a fake? 


TOO COLD FOR AN ALASKAN, 


The ,California press agent is at it again. 
Just when Florida, having recovered from the 
disastrous effects of ‘the hurricane, is getting 
ready for the influx of tourists, the Pacific 
coast propagandist comes out with a nice little 
yarn in which he subtly refers to that Cali- 
fornia climate, the glories of which have fur- 
nished themes for thespians for so many years. 


According to the very latest production of 


this energetic publicity spreader William Karg, 
scion of a wealthy family of one of the ultra 
fashionable suburbs of Gotham, has just been 
discovered as an inmate of an eleemosynary 
institution in San Francisco. William is now 
more than 70 years of age. He ran away from 
home and school when a young man. He en- 
listed in the army and subsequently went to 
Alaska, where he was supposed to have 
perished in an avalanche of snow some 36 
years ago.

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Why Shut Out Communists? 

To the Editor of The Post-—Sir: Is it 
got time, in view of what Congress is 
doing at every session, and in view of 
how the country is drifting, for every 
thoughtful American to ask the ques- 
tion which keads this article? Yor 
more, than a third of a century th¢ 
country has been drifting toward com- 
munism, and the current of the drift 
has become very strong during the last 
five years.

We thank Thee, Lord, that Thou

We have too much to long for 
more. 


WONDER whether we are not in- 

clined to forgetfulness in the hurry 

and scurry of preparation for the 
Thanksgiving feast. Whether we have 
not come, these busy years, to look 
upon Thanksgiving as merely a name, 
possessed Of a holiday spirit and giving 
to us a brief respite from the iabor of 
our work-a-day world. But it has 
seemed to me, in preparing the sugges- 
tion for this Thanksgiving, which is 
our first in the existence of the depart- 
ment, that in our forgetfulness we 
lose much of the dignity and pleasure 
of the occasion. Kiddies in school, 
struggling at the moment with the in- 
tricacies of history, will be aware of the 
hardships endured on that bleak New 
England coast when that little band 
of 100 pioneers sought to establish an 
abiding place of freedom for them- 
selves and those who were to come 
after them, and in the effort suffered 
starvation, illness, death—to at length 
be rewarded with a full harvest, for 
which, with a great Thanksgiving, they 
thanked the God they had ventured 
forth to worship. We are those who 
have come after—and it will be a hap- 
pier occasion, will it not, if we recall 
that Thanksgiving is more than a mat- 
ter of elaborate dinners, of guests, of 
dollars and cents, of pause from labor, 
and that it is in truth a day se aside 
for. the offering of thanks for the 
bounty in our land, in our home, in our 
life, and that our feast, so luxurious, 
compared with the meager feast with 
which the Pilgrims originated our holi- 
day, should have, commensurate with 
it, our gratitude. 


In planning the day, consideration 
must be given the labor involved. If 
we do not have a combination living- 
dining room, as few of us here in the 
East do, the table may be arranged 
fairly early that when the actual prep- 
arations for the dinner are in progress 
it need not be a matter for attention. 
This is true whether or not. our estab- 
lishment boasts a servant, for the lady 
of the house will hardly intrust the ar-

Let the 
candles harmonize with the flowers, al- 
though they need not by any manner 
of means match. And, in arranging 
the flowers, a delightful effect is at- 
tained by allowing little trailing ends 
of fern to extend out onto the table, 
whether it be shining damask or shin- 
ing mahogany. Mixed flowers are at- 
tractive when colors are carefully 
blended. Personally, except in cases 
where flowers are not to be had, it ap- 
peals to me that an orchid, a yellow, 
@ salmon, rose or crimson color scheme 
is preferable at this time to the usual 
orange—as we have so recently enjoyed 
Halloween with its orange decorations. 

For the home in the country, for 
the farmhouse possessed of very dif- 
ferent resources, a truly harvest cen- 
terplece may be accomplished delight- 
fully. A pumpkin, round and deep 
orange, May be cut as we cut orange 
baskets, with a handle remaining over 
the top. The basket should be the 
depth of about half the pumpkin, and 
the handle arched up and over the top 
gracefully, larger where it joins the 
basket part and narrow at the top. 
Notch the edges all around the basket 
and with notches slightly more shal- 
low on up over the handle. And then 
with a sharp knife go over the entire 
surface chipping the tough skin as 
though pieces the sizes of a quarter 
were to be removed, only do not re- 
move them, let~them stay firmly in 
place at one side of the cutting and 
do not cut far enough that any of 
these petals are apt to be torn off leav- 
ing a white spot. The petals will curl 
up slightly at the edges as they dry a 
bit in the warmth of the house and the 
whole will look like a great orange 
basket, as attractive as our well-known 
horn of plenty. Scrape the inside very 
clean, of course, and if a bit of dark 
green oiled paper is to be had, line 
it with it. And then heap it with any 
fruit that is at hand, apples, hard pears, 
figs, dates, nuts, raisins, oranges, a 
banana, and in among the fruit stick 
an occasional leaf or branch of leaves, 
small, and as, freshly green as can be 
found out of doors at this time of the 
year. This, with at either end of the 
basket down the length of the table, a 
slender orange candle, will provide a 
centerpiece for the country household 
that finds town shopping difficult to 
accomplish. 

There are few if any more sugges- 
tions that we can make. azet the soup 
be hot, do not forget to fill the glasses 
before the guests assemble, for in the 
hurry and concern of giblet gravy it is 
easy to forget the ice water. And if by 
any chance there be wine, take care

Graduate Aeronautic 
School Is Announced 


Pasadena, Cal., Nov. 24 (A. P.)— 
Plans for a graduate school of aeronau- 
tics have been announced by the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology here fol- 


lowing the donation of $305,000 to the 
institution by the Daniel Guggenheim 
fund. 

Construction of a new laboratory and 
wind tunnel, the approximate cost of 
which will be $180,000, will begin early 
next year. The remainder of the 
award will be expended for research and 
experimental work over a period of ten 
years. The plans call for establish- 
ment of reséarch fellowships in aero- 
nautics and the building of full size ex- 
perimental gliders and power planes 
for flight work. The courses will be 
offered in the year 1928-29.

PERSONAL HYGIENE FOR THE 
ELDERLY. 

N Maine there is a “Three-quartera 
of a Century club,” with 1,500 
members. Maine is a.small State 

and this club is only a year old. There 
must be many thousand people in that 
State who have lived long enough to 
qualify for membership. Seventy-five 
years of age or over is the important 
condition for membership. 

The organization is promoted by the 
Maine Public Health association. At 
the recently held annual meeting gold 
medals were presented to all in attend- 
ance who were over 100 years old. The 
giddy youngsters not old enough to 
get medals pitched horseshoes, danced 
oid-time dances and sang old-time 
songs. 

This is not the first organization of 
its kind. The “Borrowed Time club,” 
of Oak Park, Ill., has been active for 
several years. When they started a 
minimum of 70 years ago was feasible. 
Owing to the increased span of human 
life the Maine soctety felt it necessary 
to raise the level to 75. There was a 
similar organization in Iowa a few 
years ago. 

Stanley Hall's “Secescence” refers to 
similar organizations, if I remember 
correctly. When Stanley Hall retired 
from college work he investigated the 
subject of the health of elderly men 
and women. He found physicians did 
not know much about the matter. Old 
people are generally left to shift pretty 
much for themselves. If they develop 
serious organic disease, to be sure, 
physicians do not neglect them. Stan- 
ley Hall referred to the minor dis- 
orders which cause so much discom- 
fort to elderly people and to the early 
mild symptoms which foreshadow seri- 
ous disorders. These he was not able 
to learn much about by consulting 
physicians. He did find about four 
textbooks on diseases of the aged. Some 
of these were informative, but they 
were written by physicians for physi- 
clans. There was no “How to Keep 
Well” literature written in simple terms 
for lay readers. When he turned to the 
old people themselves for information 
he was even worse off. Some of them 
had plenty to tell, but it was mostly 
legend. Most of what he was told 
was wrong. What was right was of lit- 
tle value. 

There is need for one or more books 
on personal hygiene for the elderly. In 
the meantime this “Three-quarters of 
a Century club” might very well de- 
vote some time to discussions of the 
health of elderly people. They would 
find that the subjects would interest 
the members. 

Old people are interested in such 
subjects as: What to eat, poor sleep- 
ing, leg cramps at night, night urina- 
tion, bladder troubles, itching skin, 
cold feet, swelling of the feet, rheuma- 
tism, stiff joints, dizziness, constipa- 
tion, early signs of Bright’s disease, 
heart disease, and cancer, and the 
signs which warn of impending apo- 
plexy.

Football relations were opened back 
in 1890, and rivalry has been keen from 
the outset. The series has been inter- 
rupted three times. The longest hiatus 
occurred between 1894 and 1898, both 
inclusive. With the resumption of the 
series in 1899 the teams met annually 
until 1909, the latter year marking the 
second break, and no game was played 
because of the fatal injury of Cadet 
Byrne, of West Point, in a contest with 
Harvard. From 1910 up to the present 
time the games have been played regu- 
larly with the exception of the inter- 
ruptions of 1917 and 1918 because of 
the war conditions. 

During the first four years the games 
were played alternately at West Point 
anti Annapolis and the contests have 
shown first one team and then the 
other out in front. Navy captured four 
of the first six games and then Army 
took five contests in a row, putting the 
mule two to the good. Between 1906 
and 1912 the Navy won five of the six 
games played, giving the local academy 
a margin of two. For.the next four 
consecutive years the Pointers cleaned 
things up again, taking a two-game 
lead. 

Navy resumed the lead by win- 
ning in 1919, 1920 and 1921. This 
turned the tide in favor of Navy by 
one, until Army tucked away the 
argument of 1922, again evening the 
series. Two of the contests have re- 
sulted in ties. The first was in 
1905, when the scene of hostilities 
was shifted to Princeton, where the 
Blue and Gray battled to a 6 to 6 
deadlock. The second tie came in 
1923, when the two teams fought to 
a 0 to 0 score on the Polo grounds, 
ew York. 

With the intermission between 1893 
and 1898 the powers that be finally re- 
sponded favorably to the clamor for a 
resumption of the games.

Conditions Around New Health 
Institution Are Disgraceful, 
Dr. Learned Declares.

A preliminary move to beautify pub- 
lic school grounds in the District with 
trees, plants, shrubbery and terrace and 
sloping lawns was made yesterday at a 
meeting in the Franklin school of 
school officials, members of the board 
of education and representatives of the 
District and national government. 

Those participating in the conference 
were Engineer Commissioner J. Frank- 
lin Bell, who called the meeting; Maj. 
L. E. Atkins, assistant to the engineer 
commissioner; Maj. Carey H. Brown, of 
the office of the superintendent of 
public buildings and grounds; H. i 
Caemerer, secretary of the commission 
of fine arts; Henry Storey, foreman of 
the District repair shop; A. L. Harris, 
municipal architect and James G. 
Yaden, president of the Federation of 
Citizens’ Associations 

E. C. Graham, president of the board 
of education, appointed Commissioner 
Bell, Maj. Atkins, Dr. Frank W. Ballou, 
superintendent of schools; Mr. Yaden 


and Dr. H. B. Learned, member of the 
board of education, as a special com- 
mittee to report at a future meeting 
on a concrete working plan which may 
be presented to Congress. 

Beautification of school sites was de- 
clared to be a problem of the utmost 
importance and one that should be 
worked out immediately. 


Money for Buildings. 
Congress has provided 5u ficient ap- 
propriations under the five-year build- 
ing program to care for the school 


needs of the District, so far as housing 
the students is concerned, but so far 
has appropriated no funds to apply on 
beautifying grounds around new build- 
ings. 

The grounds around some of the new 
schools are in disgraceful condition, it 
was declared. Instead of spacious 
lawns, shrubbery, plants and trees, the 
usual sight is bare ground, with. im-~- 
proper drainage and other obnoxious 
features. 

Dr. H. B. Learned, chairman of the 
buildings and grounds committee of 
the board of education, pointed out 
the grounds of the new health school 
on pshur street near Fourteenth 
street as a glaring example of the con- 
ditions that must be remedied. 

This school, Dr. Learned stated, was 
constructed after much deliberation 
over its features, with an idea of mak- 
ing it a model health school for the 
entire United States. The building it- 
self is considered as a model school, 
Dr. Learned declared, but the grounds 
are in terrible condition. Instead of 
spacious lawns and shrubbery, the.site 
is decorated with holes, uneven drain- 
age and hard ground that ruins the 
other features of the school, he said. 


More Ground Urged. 


Municipal Architect Harris declared 
school officials should buy more ground 
around the new school buildings. Each 
graded school should have at least one 
entire city block, he said. Junior high 
schools should be built on sites equiv- 
alent to two city blocks, and the sen- 
ior high schools should have grounds 
covering 6 and 10 acres, he said. 

Some of the high schools have ap- 
proximately as much ground as Mr. 
Harris declares necessary, but very few

sale and display their complete stock 
of Christmas wares beginning tomor- 
row, as the result of a meeting of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers associa-

D. Shaw, secretary of the association, 
explained.

In past years it has been the cus- 
tom of merchants to defer the display 
of their complete stocks of special 
Christmas merchandise until early in 
December. Analysis of past Christmas 
shopping statistics by the association 
discloses a remarkable tendency during 
recent years to make purchases well in 
advance of the usual holiday shopping 
rush.

“The matter can easily be regulated,

CUSTOMERS SOUGHT 
FOR 1,000 U. S. SHIPS 


Question Whether American 
Flag Will Remain on Seas, 
O’Connor Says.

District Auditor Donovan in making 
the figures public in response to in- 
quiries explained that while $400,000.- 
000 was used as the appraised value of 
Federal holdings here, including land, 
buildings and parks, the figure is much 
too low. Present-day values would add 
from one-third to one-half to this fig- 
ure, he said. Altogether there is, ex- 
clusive of streets and other thorough- 
fares, $1,430,000,000 worth of property 
here, according to Donovan. 

This is more than three and a half 
times the figure §400,000,000 set for 
Federal holdings.
